CNR WILL STAY WITH THE TIMES-April 13th. 

Daytime or rather Daylight time listings will be included 
this year in the CHR°s time-table of arrivals and departures for 
the first time, the railway announced. 

All CN passenger train and ship schedules in effect between 
April 24, when daylight time begins in much of Canada, and October 
30, when it ends, will be pushed one hour ahead in all provinces 
except Saskatchewan and Alberta, which remain on standard time 
all year round. 

Internally, the railway will continue to run on standard time 
for the most part, but employees have been instructed to give 
information to the public in terms of daylight time. 

NUMBERING SYSTEM 

Another time-table change announced Monday was a new train 
numbering system to eliminate duplication of numbers. 

This was not expected to affect the public to any great 
degree since travellers usually identify trains by names rather 
than number. 

Under the new system numbers 1-199 are reserved for con¬ 
ventional passenger trains, 200-230 for express freight trains, 

231-299 for mixed (passenger and freight) trains, 600-699 for 
railiners and 900-999 for commuter trains.

GIANT MERGER-April 29th. 

A unanimous ruling Wednesday by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will turn two rail giants into one in the largest 
corporate merger in U.S. history. The New York Central Railway 
and the Pennsylvania Railway will form the Pennsylvania New 
York Central Transportation Co. with assets of more than $4 
billion effective June 1.

.SPRING PROBLEMS-April issue of The CN Reporter. 

"Sometimes spring brings problems completely foreign to 
previous experience - - such as one resulting this year from 

potash being spilled on the roadbed by a passing train west of 
Edson. 

When the snow melted, it formed a potash brine electrical 
conductor that affected CTC circuits exactly the way a passing 
train would. The board went red. 

Technicians tried to explain it, dispatchers checked switches, 
field men hunted for broken bond wires or broken rails - - and 
eventually the trouble was pinpointed. 

A large revolving broom attached to a self-propelled ballast 
regulator removed brine and problem. But engineers are still watching 
that stretch of track since potash-soaked tract may resist frost 
heaves. If so, CN may become a potash customer. 
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
